Bad Health Leads a Well-Known 


German Preacher to Kill 


Himself. 


Rev. John Kilter, the well-known Ger- 


man Methodist 
preacher living near 


Boody, in this county, ended his earthly 
career yesterday (Dec. 28th) by taking 
poison. He wa-i iu his usual spirits early 
iu the morning, when ho told big sous he 
would attend to the chorea nboutthe 'arm 
aud that they should go to Adnm Elliott's 
and help him It ill .hogs. At noon Bev. 
Hitter wna found lying on his lounge in a 
sinking condition and immediately word 
wna sent for Dr. B. F. Sibley, the family 
physician, to come out on the first train. 
Owing to the fact tbat the train was late 
Dr. Sibley did not reach the Bitter home- 
stead until 8 o'clock when he found the 
sick man very low and apparently strug- 
gling with an npopleotio stroke. He was 
breathing hard and expired in n few min- 
utes after the nrrivnl of the physician. 
He died at !) o'clock. This forenoon n 
letter WBB found which the deceased had 
addressed to tho family. In it he simply 
stated: "I took poison." Itistheopin 
ion of Dr. Sibley that tho old man took 
morphine, as no other poison would pro- 
duce like ellects. The deceased leaves a 
widow and two SOUB, John and Phillip 
Hitter, nnd two daughters, Mrs. Charles 
Muroh aud Mrs. Adam Elloitt. Ho wns the 
owner of 10 acres of luud three miles 
southwest of Boody. 


Tlio deceased lived in Deoatur 2fi years 


ago, when ho did the pioneer preaching 
for the Germans in this community. lie 
has preached at various places in the 
German Methodist conference, and Intoly 
was in charge ot tho Second church, nt 
(^uinoy, Illinois. 
On account of bad 


health 
ho resigned less than a year 


ago, Hsnee which time ho haa been nt his 
lioroo iu thiB county. He paid Ueontur n 
visit u fow weeks since, nnd spoke of feel- 
iug badly. Fivo yonrs ago he ncoidently 
injured his spino by being struck with n 
piece of timber, nud of late ho believed bo 
wns nfllicted with heart disease. He was 
familiarly known by bis many friends as 
"Unolo Johnny," and his sad end will be 
both a surprise and the cause of sincere re- 
gret in all parts of tho stnte where he 
was known. His age was about (10 years, 


To-day Coroner Bendure was notified 


of the singular death, nnd ho will go to 
Boody HUB evening and bold an innuest.

1'iltoii. Whon m Homo in 18S1, Mi 
Tilton conceived the idea of ornament- 
ing his native town with ornaments 
wluch should symbolize the victories of 
I»-i»oe rather tlmtj those of war, and the 
arch of Titus Nueming to him tbe ombod- 
imontof tho ulofts which he wished ox- 
prossod, ho i esolved on erecting a similar 
structure ou the site of tho old Indian 
iovt m Tilton. Tho orth is entirely of 
Concord granite, and rests upon a foun- 
dation forty by seventy feet, by seven 
feot 111 ilopth, constructed of stone and 
u'tuent, making ono solid block.
